Authority was given to try and dis- 
pose of the Arsenic which is still on 
hand from the Grasshopper campaign, 
otherwise to ship it back to the Provin- 
cial Government. 

Letter was read from the Deputy 
Minister of Municipal Affairs in which 
he advised that the Equalization As- 
sessment of the farm lands of the 
Municipality was $3,667,850.00, and the 
Hamlets $24,040.00, and it was moved 
that this Equalized Assessment, sub- 
ject to the additions and deductions 
made since 1924, be accepted by the 
Municipality as its assessment for all 
purposes until the date of the next 
quinquenial assessment and equaliza- 
tion. 

Bridges were requested from the 
Department of Public Works at the 
following places between 14 and 15 
22-25-W, 4th, and between 31 and 31 
22-25-W. 4th, 

The secretary was instructed to try 
and arrange for representatives of this 
Council to ffiterview the C.P.R. offie- 
ials when they meet the Deputy Min- 
ister of Public Works in Calgary. 

It was moved that the following ap- 
propriations be made for the various 
Divisions for the year 1926, and that 
such appropriations shown hereunder 
will include the credit balance of the 
Division referred to: Div, 1, $1,98u.uU; 


Div. 2, $2,250.00;; Div. 3, $1,850.00; 
Div. 4, $1,750.00; Div. 5, $1,750.00; 


Div. 6, $1,850.00, but that such approp- 
riations shall not include the amount 
to be spent to earn the Government 
Market Road Grant amounting to 
$1,495.50, 

The Mill Rate for 1926 was set at 
4 mills on the dollar of assessed val- 
uation, 

School Mill rates were set as fol- 
lows for 1926: Cairnhill 8, Turner 6, 
Hervey 4, Harwood 6, Newton 4, Oak- 
land 8, Namaka 9, Orange Valley 8, 
Crowfoot 5, Berta Vale 9, Akenstad 8, 
Cheadle 614, Fairplay 6, and Glencairn 
1244, +4 rv | 

It was moved that two weed inspec- 
tors be appointed for the Municipality 
for 1926 duties to commence as soon 
as possible and to terminate July 15th, 
1926. The Municipality to be divided 
into a Northern and Southern District 
with the Boundary north of a line 
drawn along the south boundary of 
the north two rows of sections in 
Township 23, Range 24, 25 and 26, and 
that J. 1. MacDonald be inspector in 
the southern division and W. J. Mil- 
ler be inspector in the northern div- 
ision, The inspectors furnishing their 
own transportation and being paid at 
the rate of $7.00 per day. 

On motion it was agreed that a dis- 
count of 10% be allowed off all cur- 
rent School and Municipal taxes paid 
within 30 days from the mailing of the 
tax notices or prior to July 1st, 1926, 
whichever date is longest, and that a 
discount of 5% be allowed off all cur- 


rent School and Municipal taxes paid | 


after the 10% discount period expires 
and prior to the Ist day of November, 
1926; provided that no discount will be 
allowed unless all taxes shown on the 
tax notice be paid at the time that the 
discount is claimed.

Tenders to be on the 
basis of running mile and to be in the 
hands of the secretary by 2 p.m. on

U.F.A. secretaries are asked to get 
busy at once and call meetings of 
their locals to organize the member- 
ship drive, Women are welcome as 
members of the U.F.A, as well as the 
U.F.W.A.. Those in sympathy with 
the UF.A, though not actively farm- 
ing, are eligible for membership. AU 
applications for membership are voted 
on by the locals,
